In the Face of the Country, 


At the Fle&ion at Baggry in the County of Cumberland, 
the 27th day of Azguſt, 16 7 9. 


GENTLEMEN, 
Y Oppoſlitions this day in this affair, may be 
thought ſtrange , yer not more ſtrange than 
the joyning Oppolers : for one that comes 
here, I may acquieſce as to his Worthineſs 3 
for thoſe that appear now, as the laſt time, it might be 
more .ſeaſonable for them to tell the Conntry of a new 
Commonwealth in a diſguiſe, than to pur a ſecond Fob upon 
them. I here declare in the face of the County, I come 
here to the afliſtance of our King and Country, and to 
uphold the moſt glorious Church in the World, ſetled in 
this Iſle ; and withal to ſpeak my Minde, which Fl include, 
and ſhall ſeal with my Life and Fortune, in defence of his 
Majeſty and our Church, as it is now eſtabliſhed, againſt 
all Oppoſers. Knowing the old Fallacy, to profeſs one 
| thing, and a& another, as in the late Ulurpation ; ; to ſet 
Þ Coblers in the places of Kings, atd Tinkers as Princes: 
Ii Now you have my free ſence of what I pray God prevent; 
take right meaſures, and recolle& if in thoſe ſad Times 
there was not more inſulting from the Shopboard, which 
moſt of thoſe that bore Power carhe from, than now 
| there is from the Noblemans Chair. Before a Common- 
wealth come here, I will looſe my Life and Fortune, 
chooſing rather to extinguiſh with the Crown, which God 
forbid, than ſurvive to ſee Nothing; as heretofore, come 
in fo "high place; which this Kingdom can never ſuffer, ſo 
long as Engliſh Spirits are in being, which the worſt there- 
of cannot ſubmit to, without a true Head; which now we 
have , and I hope of the Line ſhall never want. I con- 

clude the reſt, that God would bleſs the King, and con- 
tinue the preſent Settlement of our Religion now eſtabliſhed, 
which with my Blood I will ſeal. You have your Choice, 
I my SariafaGhion in diſcharging my ſelf in this matter , not 
being given to Change. 
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
